Railroads Upheld,

Interstate Commerce Commission U 


Paramount Where There Is Conflict, 
Court Rules.

The supreme court of the United 


tales upheld the interstate commerce 
commission's orders in the Shreveporl 
rate case, thus placing interstate rail- 
roads more under the commission and 
less under state commissions. 


In holding that the rate making 


powers of the interstate 
commerce 


commission takes precedence over the 
Jurisdiction of state commission in sit 
nations where the reasonableness oi 
interstate rates is called into question, 
the recision is believed to be one of 
the most sweeping declarations in fa- 
vor of the dominant authority of the 
federal government that the supreme 
tourt has yet made. 


The interstate commerce comrals 


sion found that class and other rates 
from Shreveport to Texas points were 
unreasonable and ordered -rates to be 
equalized, so that Shreveport would 
not be discriminated against in favoi 
of Dallas and Houston. 


Justice Hughes announced the de 


cisipn of the court. He spoke of the 
unrestricted power of the interstate 
commerce commission over interstate 
commerce, saying the commission was 
expressly created to prevent conflict 
ing state legislation. 


Justice Hughes pointed out tha 


congress and not the states had the 
power to prevent the instruments o 
interstate commerce from being use< 
80 as'to injure interstate commerce. 


Justice Hughes said that congress 


not the states, might prescribe the rult' 
when state and national interests con j 
flict. "Congress is entitled to keeft 
open the highways of interstate com- 
merce in the Interest of fair treat 
ment to all persons," said' Justice 
Hughes. He indicated the government 
must control rates in the interest ol 
interstate commerce. 
Whether con- 


gre£s reduces intrastate rates to con- 
form with interstate rates, was not 
material, the court said. 
/ Referring to the noted Minnesota 
rate case, Justice Hughes said that de 
cision was expressly reserved in those 
cases as to what the outcome would 
have been had the interstate com- 
merce commission found that the Min 
nesota rates discriminated against in- 
terstae commerce. 


The supreme court affirmed the de* 


cision of the commerce court uphold- 
ing the commission's orders. 


The far-reaching effect of the decis- 


ion lies in the fact that rates which 
the interstate commerce commission 
ordered indirectly increased to remove 
the discriminations were prescribed by 
the Texas state railroad commission 
Under the federal commission's orders 
the only way the railroads may escape 
conflict with the Texas commission is 
to reduce the interstate rates from 
Shreveport to Texas cities so as to put 
the Louisiana city on a competitive ba- 
sis with Texas jobbing centers. 
' Should the railroads elect to In- 
crease the Texas rates as the com- 
merce court had declared they must, a 
new chapter in the novel 
situation 


would develop. 
The laws of Texas 


would make the railroads liable to a 
penalty of $10,000 to the state and $500 
to eacli shipper for each shipment on 
which the low state rates were disre 
garded.

The supreme court of the United 
tates upheld the interstate commercc 
commission's orders In the Shreveport 
rate case, thus placing interstate rail 
roads more under the commission and 
less under state commissions. 


In holding that the rate making 
powers of the interstate 
commerce 
commission takes precedence over the 
jurisdiction of state commission in sit 
uatlons where the reasonableness ol 
Interstate rates is called into question 
the recision is believed to be one ol 
the most sweeping declarations in fa 
vor of the dominant authority of the 
federal government that the supreme 
tourt has yet made. 


The interstate commerce comrnis 
iion found that class and other rates 
from Shreveport to Texas points were 
unreasonable and ordered rates to b€ 
equalized, ao that Shreveport would 
not be discriminated against in favoi 
of Dallas and Houston. 


Justice Hughes announced the de 
cision of the court. He spoke of the 
unrestricted power of the interstate 
commerce commission over interstate 
commerce, saying the commission was 
expressly created to prevent conflict 
ing state legislation. 


Justice Hughes pointed 
out 
that 
congress and not the states had the 
power to prevent the instruments ol 
interstate commerce from being usen 
so as to injure Interstate commerce. 


Justice Hughes said that congress 
not the states, might prescribe the ruU 
when state and national interests con 
filet. "Congress is entitled to keej 
open the highways of interstate com­ 
merce in th© interest of fair treat 
ment to all 
persons/' said* Justice 
Hughes. He indicated the government 
must control rates in the interest ol 
interstate 
commerce. 
Whether con 
greds reduces intrastate rates to con­ 
form with interstate rates, was not 
material, the court said. 
, Referring to the noted Minnesota 
rate case, Justice Hughes said that de 
cieion was expressly reserved in those 
cases as to what the outcome would 
have been had the Interstate com­ 
merce commission found that the Min 
nesota rates discriminated against in- 
terstae commerce. 


The supreme court affirmed the de 
cision of the commerce court uphold 
ing the commission's orders. 


The far-reaching effect of the decie 
ion lies In the fact that rates which 
the interstate commerce commission 
ordered indirectly increased to remove 
the discriminations were prescribed by 
the Texas state railroad commission 
Under the federal commission's orders 
the only way the railroads may escapc 
conflict with the Texas commission li 
to reduce the interstate rates from 
Shreveport to Texas cities so as to put 
the Louisiana city on a competitive ba 
sis with Texas jobbing centers. 


Should 
the 
railroads elect to In 
crease the Texas rates as the com 
merce court had declared they must, s 
uew chapter in the novel 
situation 
would develop. 
The laws of Texa& 
would make tho railroads liable to a 
penalty of $10,000 to the state and $500 
to each shipper for each shipment on 
which the low state rates were disre 
garded.

EARTH WAS ONCE ALL WARM 


Royal Meteorological Society Declares 


That the Climate Was Formerly 


Almost Uniform. 


Prof. A. d. Seward, in a lecture on 


"Climate as Tested by Fossil Plants" 
before the Royaf Meteorological sc- 
cie'y of London, said that the geo- 
graphical distribution of plants during 
the latter part of the Paleozoic era 
afforded evidence of the existence of 
two botanical provinces—the one a 
northern province, characterized by 
a luxuriant flora, living under condi- 
tions more genial than those to which 
the poorer flora of the other, the 
southern, hemisphere was exposed^ 
The presence or absence of rings of 
growth in the petrified stems of plants 
might afford evidence of the occur- 
rence or absence of seasonal changes. 


A general survey of the Jurassic 


flora of the world, said Prof. Seward, 
led to the conclusion that the climate 
was comparatively uniform, and in arc- 
tic and antarctic regions much more 
genial than at the present day. The 
fossil floras of more recent geological 
periods furnished clear evidence of 
sub-tropical conditions in Europe; in 
later times the occurrence of northern 
types in Britain heralded the approach 
of the glacial period, and in post-gla- 
cial beds were found fragmentary re- 
mains of immigrants from neighbor- 
ing floras which had largely contrib- 
uted to the present flora. 


Postage to South America. 


"In view of the considerable Inter- 


est that is now being shown by North 
American merchants nnd manufactur- 
ers in South American trade," says 
the Review of the River Platte of 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, "it would bo 
well for them to grasp at once the 
fact that a two-cent postage stamp 
is not sufficient for a letter addressed 
to Argentina or any other country in 
South America. Wo have of late," the 
editor adds, "been receiving quite a 
number of letters from various parts 
of the United States which have been 
insufficiently stamped, and we pre- 
sume that there nro many others in 
this city who can say Ui* snmo." 


INSTANT DEATH IN CREVASSE 


On* of the Tragedies That 8e«m liv 


•cparabl* From Antarctic 


Exploration. 


Tragic wan the fate that overtook 


two of Doctor Mawson's companions 
in the course of their recent explora- 
tion* in the Antarctic. This account Js 
taken from the Geographical Journal: 
"An regards the disastrous sledge Jour- 
ney from the main base with Lieuten- 
ant Ninnls and Doctor Merz, Doctor 
Mawson says that hie object in under- 
taking it was to dash an far east as 
possible BO as to ascertain the nature 
of the land in that direction. 
The 


three men had the assistance of 16 
doga in dragging a load of over seven- 
teen hundred pounds. On December 
14, 1912, the party were In 68 degrees 
53 minutes south, 151 degrees 35 min- 
utes east, having covered a distance of 
211 miles. The track had lain over 
plateau heights and crevasaed glacial 
depressions, the totals of the ascents 
having reached 9,000 feet. All were In 
the highest spirits, as 
prospects 


seemed good for a further advance 
over an unbroken plateau at a safe dis- 
tance from the crevassed coastal down- 
falls. 
The day was a beautiful one 


and Doctor Merz was leading on ski, 
Doctor Mawson following with the 
first dog-team, while Lieutenant Nin- 
nis brought up the rear with the sledge 
containing the most vital necessaries. 
Unexpectedly the faint outline of a 
crevasse crossing the path was no- 
ticed, but both Doctor Merz and Doc- 
tor Mawson crossed without halting or 
regarding it as a cause for anxiety. 


"The latter called back 'Crevasse!"

Neverthe- 
less, there would be about five thou- 
sand molecules per cubic centimeter 
throughout space.

Roysl Meteorological 8ociety Osclsrss 
That ths CHmats Was Formerly 
Almost Uniform. 


Prof. A. d. Seward, in a lecture on 
"Climate as Tested by Fossil Plants” 
before the Royaf Meteorological so­ 
ciety of London, said that the geo­ 
graphical distribution of plants during 
the latter part of the Paleozoic era 
afforded evidence of the existence of 
tw'o botanical provinces—the one a 
northern proviuce, characterized by 
a luxuriant fiora, living under condi­ 
tions more genial than those to which 
tbe poorer fiora of the other, the 
southern, hemisphere was exposed * 
The presence or absence of rings of 
growth in the petrified stems of plants 
might afford evidence of the occur­ 
rence or absence of seasonal changes. 


A general survey of tho Jurassic 
flora of tho world, said Prof. Seward» 
led to the conclusion that the climate 
was comparatively uniform, and in arc­ 
tic and antarctic regions much more 
genial than at the present day. The 
fossil floras of more recent geological 
periods furnished clear evidence of 
sub-tropical conditions in Europe; in 
later times the occurrence of northern 
types in Britain heralded the approach 
of the glacial period, and in post-gla­ 
cial beds were found fragmentary re­ 
mains of immigrants from neighbor­ 
ing Doras which had largely contrib* 
uted to tho present fiora. 


Spacs and Eyesight. 


When we speak of outer space, the 
space between star and star, as be* 
ing empty of matter, it is rather in­ 
teresting to see exactly what we mean. 
We know from observation on the 
planets that light, in its passage across 
space to our earth, suffers hardly any 
absorption, and from this fact we can 
deduce conclusions respecting the den­ 
sity of such matter as exists in outer 
apace. 


If the degree of rarefaction in outer 
space is, for example, in tho neigh* 
borhood of the one hundred-millionth 
part of an atmosphere, the appear­ 
ance of Jupiter, for instance, would 
be as if our atmosphere had twice its 
present opacity. So that such matter 
as exists must be in a much more 
rarefied state. 
But after all these 
term9 are only comparative. 


Suppose our atmosphere were al­ 
lowed to expand up to tho limits of 
the visible universe, as far as the 
milky way, then its raefaction would 
be such that it would be quite impos­ 
sible, by any optical means, to detect 
the presence of any matter. Neverthe­ 
less, there would be about five thou­ 
sand molecules per cubic centimeter 
throughout space.

Tragic waa the fate that overtook 
two of Doctor Mawson's companions 
In the courso of their recent explora* 
tlona In the Antarctic, This account Is 
taken from the Geographical Journal: 
"Aa regard* the disastrous sledge Jour­ 
ney from the main base with Llcuten* 
ant Nlnnls and Doctor Merz, Doctor 
Mawson aays that his ohjcct In under­ 
taking It was to dash as far cant as 
possible ao as to ascertain the naturs 
of the land In that direction. 
The 
three men had the assistance of II 
dogo in dragging a losd of over seven* 
teen hundred pounds. 
On December 
1 4 , 1912, the party were In 68 degrees 
f>3 minutes south, 151 degrees 35 min­ 
utes east, having covered a distance of 
211 miles. 
The track had lain over 
plateau heights and crevassed glacial 
depressions, the totals of the ascents 
having reached 9,000 feet. All were In 
the 
highest 
spirits, 
as 
prospects 
seemed good for a further advance 
over an unbroken plateau at a safe dis­ 
tance from thecrevassed coastal down­ 
falls. 
The day waa a beautiful one 
and Doctor Mens was leading on ski, 
Doctor Mawson following with the 
first dog-team, while Lieutenant Nln- 
nls brought up the rear with the sledge 
containing the most vital necessaries. 
Unexpectedly the faint outline of a 
crevasse crossing the path was no­ 
ticed, but both Doctor Mers and Doc­ 
tor Mawson crossed without halting or 
regarding it as a cause for anxiety. 


"The latter called back ‘Crevasse!* 
to Lieutenant Nlnnls, but on looking 
back soon after saw nothing but a 
blank expanse of snow and ice. Has­ 
tening back, the two travelers found a 
yawning abyss, and at length dis­ 
cerned an injured dog caught on a 
ledge, but no trace of their comrade, 
who must have gone down to the in­ 
visible depths below—certainly to in­ 
stant death. 
After calling for hours 
without .answer, they read the burial 
service and started on their return, 
with only one and a half weeks* food 
for themselves and none for the six 
emaciated dogs. Th$re was saved also 
a spare tent cover, for which a frame 
was improvised out of a pair of aki 
and a theodolite's legs. 


“The food was strictly apportioned 
to the distance to be covered, but bad 
weather waa encountered and the dogs 
gave out daily, until soon none was 
left 
No nutriment was to be ex­ 
tracted from their flesh aiyl by Janu­ 
ary 3 both travelers were very weak, 
Merz being in the worse case of the 
two, though still cheerful. Unable to 
proceed 
on 
foot, 
his 
companion 
dragged him painfully ln the sledge, 
but about midnight of January 8-9 he 
passed away. A month of terrible pri­ 
vation for the survivor followed, with 
miraculous escapes 
from falls into 
crevasses, but Doctor Mawson unex­ 
pectedly came upon a cache contain­ 
ing food, left by a search party, and 
eventually reached the%ut."

the pan occasionally to Insure even 
browning. 


Stewed Potatoes.—Cut potatoes la 


cubes, after peeling, and put into a 
casserole; add) soup stock enough to 
cover and cook tender, then add a lit- 
tle fresh cream, a grating of nutmeg 
and a few dashes of pepper. Serve In 
the dish In which they were cooked. 


Potato Shells-—Add to a pint of 


mashed hot potatoes a half teaspoon- 
ful of celery salt, a fourth ^of a tea- 
ipoonful of paprika, a tablespoonfnl 
sach of butter and cream and the well? 
beaten whites of two eggs; press firm- 
ly into buttered shells, unmold, care* 
fully brush the corrugated side with, 
beaten egg yolk, lay on a buttered pan. 
and bake brown In a> hot even. Gar- 
nish with parsley. 


Potato Griddle Cakes,—Mix mashed 


or riced potato with two beaten yolks, 
for a pint of potato, a little milk and 
flour, enough to make a batter firm 
enough; add a teaspoonful of sugar.to 
Insure bfbwning. 
Serve with maplr 


clrup, If liked. 


Potato Omelet.—Cut cold boiled po- 


tatoes into cubes. Mix them with 
enough white sauce to moisten. Put 
two tablespoonfuls of butter in an ome- 
let pan, and when hot add the' pota- 
toes. Flatten them so that they will 
have a smooth crust, well browned. 
Fold like an omelet when serving. 


SANDWICHES OF TOAST.

spread with chopped celery with a 
dash of paprika on toast with fresh 
lettuce between the sandwich. 


Bscon and Egg Sandwich. — Fry a 


piece of bacon and an egg. Break the 
bacon into bits and spread with the 
egg whole on toast between lettuce- 
leaves, with crisp celery. 


Hot Fried Sandwich. — This is a sand- 


wich well liked but must be eaten by 
one with a good digestion. 
Prepare- 


a seasoned cheese filling for the sand- 
wiches, cut bread In rounds, spread_ 
with butter then with the cheese mix-" 
ture and put the sandwich Into a hot 
frying pan with a little butter.

ASSEMBLE MIDGET DINOSAUR. 


Only Six Feet Long end H«s Three) 


H or nit—found In Montana. 


Washington.-There are now being 


aflscrrifjled In tho National museum the 
bones of n very small threu horned di- 
nosaur, which Is being euude the type 
of a new species. * When assembled it 
will be only about six feet long and 
three feet high, less than one-quarter 
tho size of the largest member* of this 
family. The head la twenty-two Inches 
long. In the museum are several skulls 
of one of the large horned dinosaurs, 
Trlceratops. which measure six to 
eight feet and in one case nine feet. 


The group to -which the new member 


belongs is culled the Ceratopslu. fro% 
the horns which adorn theif beads- 
two above the eyes and one on the end 
of the nose. 


Its jaws are like those of a turtle, 


fbero being no front teeth, but a sharp 
curved beak. Farther kick In the Jaws 
are cutting teeth, which show the ant* 
mal to have been i>en>ivoiouM. 


This specimen was found with the 


foot and tall articulated, being the first 
complete and connected specimen ever 
obtained. The foot has four iocs—the 
first with two bones, Jhe second with 
three, the fourth with five, while only 
a trace of the fifth toe remains, tend- 
ing to show the loss of that member 
through disuse, as is the case with the 
horse.

IMPORTANCE POINTED OUT. 


Agricultural Expert Warns Again*! 


Specializing and Makes Known Hi* 
Reason*— Every Farmer Should Qrcw 
Everything That le Needed en HI* 
Place and Not Buy Supplies. 


New York.—How shall a man make 


farming pay. bow tuuke It ruturu be- 
sides interest on investment a reason- 
able country salary of $1.000. how 
manage it 80 as to use one's time, 
energy and capital to best advantage? 
These were some of the considerations 
in a lecture by John H. Ban-on of the 
state department of agriculture. 


"Wide studies show that usually the 


moat profitable farms follow a diversi- 
fied type of agriculture." he said. "In 
the state of New York forty-nine 
farms have been studied on which 
labor incomes of $2.500 or more are 
being made. That Is. on these farms 
enough la made to pay all expenses 
and interest on the investment at 5 
per cent and leave the farmer a salary 
of $2,500 or more. These farms sell 
from one to »lr major Items. amount- 
Ing to $500 or more each and in addi- 
tion several minor products. The figures 
show that on the- average there were 
three major and four minor sale pro- 
ducts and besides usually some feed 
for farm animals. Generally then di- 
versified farming Is likely to be more 
profitable than specialized farming. 


"Specialized farming has some ad- 


vantages 
It may allow the develop- 


ment of considerable skill in the pro- 
duction of one or two things. A small 
amount of capital may be sufficient to 
develop one enterprise quite efficiently, 
whereas it would not develop several. 
In specialised farming large fields can 
be laid out and buildings so planned 
as to facilitate labor greatly. 


"Diversified farming has many ad- 


vantages which outweigh the advan- 
tages of specialized farming, for the 
majority of farmers find it is better to 
have several Important products as 
sources of income rather than one prod- 
uct 
Diversification allows of a rota- 


tion of crops which Is all but absolute- 
ly necessary for the permanence of any 
agricultural scheme; it usually fore- 
stalls total failure, for in no season is 
it likely that all crops will be poor; It 
distributes the income over the year; . 
It stands for economy and efficiency 
and provides work for man, machinery 
and horses a greater portion of the 
year tjban does moat specialized farm- 
Ing. 


"In the establishment of a plan for 


diversified 
farming the rotation of 


crops must first be given attention. 
Most farming will t;er its profits from 
animal products and crops. The main- 
tenance of soil fertility Is of para- 
mount Importance, for without It any 
farm scheme Is ultimately doomed to 
failure. It follows, then, that a good 
rotation will meet at least three gen- 
eral requirements- First. It must main- 
tain and increase fertility; second, It 
will produce feeds which will nourish 
animals as economically as possible; 
third, it will furnish cn««h crops for 
sale. 
"To feed animals as economically as 


possible a good quality of roughage 
must be produced. F»r this purpose 
some succulence N desirable- and also 
the products of leguminous plants, like 
clover, alfalfa, pi-a** ami *• >\ IK-.HI* 


"In mm h of the dalr\ M-niun «!' tin- 


state a good rotation is torn. oat", clo- 
ver, timothy. The corn, out* .ind clover 
are f«d on the farm and the timothy 
sold. Where the farm i- n»t heavily 
stocked part of the ni-'-n otherwise de- 
voted to corn can be u«ed f'»' potatoes 
and then oats and h.iy follow the potn 
toes or corn In the i ocular fashion. 
This combination is usually better 
than the one first given, became It pro- 
vides for two < ash < nips ur-t«Md of one. 
but It cannot be dt-M'lop«-d t<«» fai. be- 
cause corn and potatoes are competi- 
tive crops as to time of planting, oultl- 
\atmgand to an extent In harvesting. 


"In the planning of crop schemes It Is 


necessary to keep a good work balance, 
or there may be a poor distribution of 
work, too much at one time and not 
enough at another. Noncoinpetltlve en- 
terprises should be chosen and at the 
same time enterprises which have some 
interdependence and relation to each 
other. A good scheme of farming will 
generally have several sources of in- 
come. In a word. It may be said to 
consist of a well chosen line of spe- 
cialties."

Already remarkable results have been 
attained In this direction In the Philip­ 
pine schools, following the successful 
“corn campaign” which improved the 
conditions among the children. In the 
Manila schools alone last year, out 
oi 24,0(50 children examined, 7.019 re­ 
quired medical attention, and as a re­ 
sult the more serious forms of skin dis­ 
eases and trachoma are now umler 
control. 
In one province many chil­ 
dren were atllicted with hookworm. 


There are already nearly 500,000 
children In the schools and It is be­ 
lieved that by this attention to their 
welfare in a comparatively short time 
the entire Filipino people will be great­ 
ly improved physically and ipentally. 


NAVY MEN IN COLLEGE. 


Progress of Young Officers at Columbia 
Pleases Daniels. 


Washington.-*The rapid progress of 
the eighteen young naval officers un­ 
der Instruction In Coluiublu uuiversity 
as a result of the co-operation betweeu 
the Naval academy aud that Institu­ 
tion, is highly gratifying to Becretary 
Daniels, lie says 
The officers are tak­ 
ing a 00111*80 in which the theories of 
thermo-dynamics, machine design, elec­ 
tricity and radio are alapted to their 
practical application In the naval serv* 
ice, and in which special subjects aud 
problems encountered aboard ship are 
worked out. 


To bring the two institutions cloae 
together tho navy department furnish­ 
ed the university with a largo number 
of drawings and specifications of uavy 
machinery, and the naval students are 
taught the handling of this machinery 
to enable them to deal intelligently 
with contractors and manufacturers 
and detect faults iu machinery sup­ 
plied to tho government.

Agriculture! 
Expert 
Warns Agalnet 
Specialising end Makes Known His 
Reasons— Every Farmer Should Qrew 
Ivor/thing That Is Needed on Hie 
Plaeo and Net Buy Supplies. 


New York.—How shall a man make 
farming pay, how make It return be* 
aide« interest on Investment a reason­ 
able country salary of $1,000. how 
manage ft no as to use one*s time, 
energy and capital to l>est advantage? 
These were some of the considerations 
in a lecture by John II. Barron of the 
state department of agriculture. 


“Wide studies show that usually the 
most profitable farms follow a diversi­ 
fied type of agriculture,” he said. "In 
tho state of New York forty-nine 
farms have been studied on which 
labor Incomes of $2.500 or more are 
being mnde. That Ia. on these farms 
enough Is made to pay all expense* 
and Interest on tho investment at ft 
per cent and leave the farmer a salary 
of $2,500 or more. These farms aell 
from one to nix major Items, amount­ 
ing to $500 or more each nnd in addi­ 
tion several minor products. The figures 
show that on the average there were 
three major and four minor sale pro­ 
ducts and besides usually some feed 
for farm animals. Generally then di­ 
versified farming Is likely to be more 
profitable than specialized farming. 


“Specialized farming has some ad­ 
vantages. 
It may allow the develop­ 
ment of considerable skill in the pro­ 
duction of one or two things. A small 
amount of capital may be sufficient to 
develop one enterprise quite efficiently» 
whereas it wrould not develop sereral. 
In specialised farming large flelda can 
be laid out and buildings so planned 
as to facilitate labor greatly. 


“Diversified farming has many ad­ 
vantages which outweigh the advan­ 
tages of specialized farming, for the 
majority of farmers find it is better to 
have several Important products as 
sources of Income ruther than one prod­ 
uct Diversification allows of a rota­ 
tion of crops which Is all but absolute­ 
ly necessary for the permanence of any 
agricultural scheme; it usually fore­ 
stalls total failure, for in no season la 
It likely that all crops will be poor; It 
distributes the Income over the year. 
It stands for economy and efficiency 
and provides work for man, machinery 
and horses a greater portion of the 
year |jian does most specialized farm* 
Ing. 


“In the establishment of a plan for 
diversified farming the rotation of 
crops must first be given attention. 
Most farming will get Its profits from 
animal products and crops. The main­ 
tenance of soli fertility Is of para* 
mount Importance, for without it any 
farm scheme is ultimately doomed to 
failure. It follows, then, that a good 
rotation will meet at least three gen­ 
eral requirements: First, It must main­ 
tain and Increase fertility; second, It 
will produce feeds which will nourish 
animals as economically as |K>sslble; 
third. It will furnish cash crops for 
sale. 
* 


“To feed animals as economically as 
possible a good quality of roughage 
must be produced. For this purpose 
some succulence Is desirable and also 
the products of leguminous plants, like 
clover, alfalfa, peas aud < »v beatw. 


“In much of the dairy session 
the 
state a good rotation Is corn. oats, clo­ 
ver, timothy. The corn, oats aud clover 
are fed on the farm and the timothy 
sold. Where the farm Is n«»t heavily 
stocked part of the area otherwise de­ 
voted to corn can l>e used for potatoes 
and then oats and hay follow tin* pota­ 
toes or corn In the regular fashion. 
This comblnantion is usually better 
than the one first given. lM*cnu*e It pro­ 
vides for two cash crops Inste.td of 011c, 
but It cannot la* develop'd too far, be* 
cause corn and potatoes are competi­ 
tive crops as to time of planting, ciiltl- 
vatingand to an extent In harvesting. 


“In the planuing of crop schemes ft la 
necessary to keep a good work balance, 
or there may be a poor distribution of 
work, too much at ouo time and not 
enough at another. Noncompetitive eri* 
terprises should be chosen aud at the 
same tim e enterprises which hMveaome 
interdependence and relation to each 
other. A good scheme of farming will 
generally have several sources of ln< 
come. In a word, It may be aald to 
consist of a well chosen line of ap#> 
deities."

Proved by Discoveries Made.

ings in a prehistoric skull 
The gold 


was on the edges of the teeth, and 
had been applied from the inside It 
showed little on the outside, so the 
purpose appeared to be less for oroa 
mentation than for utility. 


Some of the teeth were filled •with 


cement In all cases, whether the fill 
Ings were gold or cement, the borings 
Indicated that a tool had been used 
that did the work possibly as \\ell as 
the instruments of the modern dentist 
Some of the teeth that apparently had 
been loosened were held together by 


Tooth-pulling is doubtless as an 


cient a surgical operation, if so it may 
be called, as is known to mankind, but 
tooth-filling has been supposed to be a 
modern Invention. Herodotus, and of 
course, Galen, knew something about 
dentistry, but apparently not about 
fillings. But as early as the sixteenth 
century there is- found printed evi- 
dence that the tree of gold leaves to 
fill cavities had long been known, if 
not generally practiced. 


Tho assertion that Egyptian mum- 


mies have boon found with gold-filled 
teeth Is now generally thought to be 
an error arising out of the fact that 
the Egyptians often gilded the teeth 
of mummies for ornament The ques- 
tion comes up in connection with the 
explorations of Professor Savillo of 
Columbia, in Ecuador. He found many 
pro-Aztec skulls perhaps 1,000 years 
old, of a type superior to the Aztecs, 
and what was especially remarkable 
was that their teeth showed both gold 
and oomont fining. 


Tho gold-filled teeth struck him as 


the most unusual feature of his finds 
n Mexico, ho had dug up skulls with 
»eeth filled or ornamented with atone,

Scotland Yard raided a secret head- 


quarters of the militant suffragette? 
Jn Tuthill street, London, from which 
the "lories" have been directing their 
campaign of destruction and retalia 
tion since the offices of the Woman's 
Social and Political Union was placed 
under police surveillance. 


As the result of evidence discovered 


in the raid four women were arrested 
and were arraigned on tlie charge ol 
conspiracy. They are Enuneline Hall, 
Nellie Hall, Helen Arnes and Julia 
Jameson. 


During the hearing they attacked 


the wardresses and policemen, biting, 
kicking and scratching them.

table. 


The detectives seized many papers! 


and books, some of which contained, 
the names of those who have been 
contributing to the militant campaign 
fund. It is said that criminal prosecu ! 
tions will be started at once against j 
these persons.

It is belie%~ed that de 
tails of the plot were worked out at 
the Tuthill street place. 


Ravages of the "furies" have arous 


ed public feeling to such an extent 
that it is expected the session of par 
liament, which has just begun, wil] 
take action designed to curb the grow 
ing violence of the women. 


One of the peculiar features of the 


suffrage situation is the attitude now 
adopted by many clergymen.

Scotland Yard raided a secret head- 
Quarters of the militant suffragettoa 
In Tuthill street, London, from which 
the "furies” have been directing their 
campaign of destruction and retalia* 
tton eince the offices of the Woman’s 
Social and Political Union was placed 
under police surveillance. 


As the result of evidence discovered 
la the raid four women were arrested 
and were arraigned on the charge oi 
conspiracy. They are Emmeline Hall, 
Nellie Hall, Helen Arnes and Julia 
Jtmeson. 


During the hearing they attacked 
the wardresses and policemen, biting, 
kicking and scratching them. 
They 
howled at the judge and had to be re- 
•trained from upsetting the counsel 
table. 


The detectives seized many papers 
and books, some of which contained 
the names of those who have been 
contributing to the militant campaign 
fund. It is said that criminal prosecu­ 
tions will be started at once against 
these persons. 
! Nc. 


Documents were also found contain-J 
ing plans for burning buildings andi 
committing other outrages and show . 
Ing that high rewards were being paid j t 
for carrying them out. 


Fifty detectives 
took part In the 
raid, surrounding the building so that 
none of the occupants could escape 
The women had cleverly disguised the 
nature of the oiHces and it was only 
by accident that the Ssotland Yard 
men found the place. They were on 
theil of a well known militant leader, 
who was suspected of being in a plot 
to do personal violence to the king, 
when she led them to the building. 


The police did not act at once, but 
waited until a number of women were 
in the offices. Word had readied the 
police that the militants had planned 
a desperate demonstration at the state 
ball at Buckingham Palace, with the 
intention of disrupting 
this 
aristo­ 
cratic function. It is believed that de­ 
tails of the plot were worked out at 
the Tuthill street place. 


Ravages of the “furies” have arous- 
•d public feeling to such an extent 
that it is expected the session of par 
liament, which has just begun, will 
take action designed to curb the grow* 
ing violence of the women. 


One of the peculiar features of the 
suffrage situation is the attitude now 
adopted by many clergymen. Destruc­ 
tion of church edifices and Interruption 
of services have worked up the clergy 
to such a state of wrath that many 
have written open letters to the press 
advocating that militants be allowed 
to starve themselves to death in prison 
if they so desire.
